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School Admission Deadline Set 
Back To October 31; Janitors Seek 
Boost In Wages 

J. W. Barnett And E. C. Ainsley, Of The Alberta 
Teachers’ Association, To Meet Board On Salary 
Schedule Discussions Friday Night. 


A regular meeting of Coleman 
School Board was held in the board 
room on Monday evening. Present 
chairman Evans,, Trustees Ash, 
Holly, McNeil and Vasek. 

Discussion arose regarding tjie 
request of International Coal Co. 
that two lots on the Flat be sold to 
it. The board is now of the 
opinion that new classrooms will 
have to be built in the near future 
to take care of the ever increasing 
school enrollment. Mention was 
made that it might be necessary 
to build a school on the flat to care 
for the children in the eastend of 
town and Graftontown. In view of 
the present unsettled state of af¬ 
fairs the board decided to mam- 
tain ownership of the lots until 
some definite decision is reached 
pertaining to additional classrooms. 

Peter Bakaj withdrew his appli¬ 
cation for a position on the school’s 
staff. He gave his reason for with¬ 
drawal due to the inadequate sal¬ 
ary schedule at present prevailing 
in the local school. 

The provincial school trustees con¬ 
vention is scheduled for Calgary on 
Nov. 13, 14, 15. Resolutions are 
being sought from all school boards. 

Wilson Insurance Agencies have 
been awarded the insurance con¬ 
tracts on the two taxi drivers trans¬ 
porting children to' Sentinel and the 
Lime Works. 

Mrs. John McDonald has been ap¬ 
pointed to the public school staff 
to succeed Mrs. Horace Allen who 
was unable to accept the position. 

High school janitors J. Kinnear 
and J. Kostelnik wore present to 
seek a raise in salary. They claimed 
that wage boosts were being sought 
by practically all workers to meet 
the increasing cost of living. They 
sought a 10 cents an hour boost. 

Following their departure the 
board gave close study to the re¬ 
quest and reached a figure which 
is to be presented to the two men in 
writing. At th present time their 
wages are $1690 per year. 

Following the last special meet¬ 
ing held two weeks ago to discuss 
the overcrowding of students in 
grade 1 an investigation was made 
by the management committee on 
charges that certain young students 
would not reach six years of age 
until October which was past the 
Sept. 30 deadline set by the board 
for school admittance. 

Committee chairman Holly sub¬ 
mitted his report. It revealed that 
some staff member had been guilty 


in allowing on child whose birthday 
was on Oct. 4 into Central school. 
In Cameron school it was also found 
that a youngster was in school de¬ 
spite the fact that he too was over 
the dead-line. 

The report showed that those 
mothers who were clamoring for 
their children’s addmjittance into 
school due to the youngsters hav¬ 
ing reached six years of age in 
October had a legitimate complaint. 

To try and satisfy all, the board, 
after about an hour’s debate,de¬ 
cided to serve notice of motion to 
recind the September motion gov¬ 
erning the Sept. 30 dead-line and 
set the new dead-line at Oct 31. A 
rider was attached to the motion 
that should more than three young¬ 
sters show up and prove they were 
six years on or before Oct. the board 
refrain from rescinding the Sep¬ 
tember motion and revert back to 
the Sept. 30 dead-line. Notice to 
this effect was authorized to be 
placed in The Journal. 

Principle Hoyle submitted his 
monthly report which revealed that 
attendance was 97 per cent for all 
schools. He stated there was a shor¬ 
tage of Large desks at Central 
school and he would require some 
from Camoron school. 

A letter was received from Mr. 
J. W. Barnett, of the Alberta 
Teachers Association, stating that 
he would be in Coleman to meet the 
board on the subject of a new wage 
schedule to govern the local schools. 
He asked and was granted permis- 
siop to bring MlE.C. AisJer- hls 
successor, to take part in the dis¬ 
cussions. The meeting is scheduled 
for Friday night. 

Due to the lateness of the season 
only one coat of paint will be given 
the woodwork of Central school, 
the job to be finished next spring.

COLEMAN DROPS IN POPULA¬ 
TION ACCORDING TO NEW 
CENSUS 

According to ithe new official cen¬ 
sus figures released by Ottawa on 
Sept. 26, Coleman has dropped from 
1870 in the 1941 census to 1,778 in 
1946. 

The new figure comes as a dis¬ 
tinct surprise as the mines have 
been working steadily for a long 
period of years, it is practically 
impossible to secure housing ac¬ 
commodation within the incorpor¬ 
ated" area and our schools are over¬ 
crowded. 

If the population is dropping as 
there so-called official figures claim 
then why are we having more and 
more congestion in housing and 
school accmmodation. It doesn’t 
add up.

New Dominion 
War Bonds 
Described 

The limit for purchases of the 
new Canada Savings Bond by in¬ 
dividuals has now been set at 
$2,000. Purchases of the new se¬ 
curity may only be made in the 
name of individuals and not in the 
name of firms, institutions, or in 
trust for second parties. 

The decision to place a limit on 
- tmM Wj hiwma -by WwHYvWmle hoars out 
a statement made by the Minister 
of Finance to the House of Com¬ 
mons last June. Mr. Ilsley pointed 
out at that time that, since the 
terms of the Canada Savings Bond 
were more favorable than thogfe 
available for comparable securities 
at the time of issue, it would be 
necesary to restrict individual hold¬ 
ings. If no limit were set, the new 
security would naturally be pur¬ 
chased in volume by institutions 
and larger investors for whom it is 
not intended. The Canada Savings 
Bond is designed solely as a per¬ 
sonal savings facility. 

All Canada Savings Bonds will 
be registered as to principal. This 
registration is made by the need to 
control holdings, hut will offer 
protection to holders against loss 
of their investment at the same 
time. Further, bonds may be regi¬ 
stered in the name of minors as 
well as adults. It is proboble that 
many purchases will be registered 
in the names of children and others 
by those who wish to take added 
advantage of the investment oppor¬ 
tunity but who would otherwise be 
restricted to the $2,000 limit on 
purchases in their own name. 

An unusual feature of the new 
bonds is the privilege of turning 
them into cash at any time for full 
face value, plus interest at any 
bank. While the interest rate is ex¬ 
pected to be considerably better 
than is available for other forms 
of saving and more favorable than 
that of comparable investments at 
the time of issue, the exact terms 
of the Canada Savings Bond will 
not be announced by the minister of 
finance until September 30. De¬ 
nominations of the new bonds will 
be $50, $100, $500, and $1000. 


Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Tuesday evening.

Council will build a temporary 
bridge as it has plans for the gen¬ 
eral improvement of the park as a 
whole. 

Wm. Martland, town ashman, wa 9 
present to prevail upon council to 
allow him to keep all revenue from 
families occupying suites on main 
street. Upon his departure council 
gave consideration to his request 
and finally decided to adhere to the 
contract which states that the ash¬ 
man must collect ash fees from 
parties residing on main street 
suites and turn said money over to 
the town secretry. 

Mr. Martland also warned council 
that should no improvement be 
made to Seventh street east road¬ 
way he would be unable to get his 
truck alongside several houses to 
remove ashes. Council stated they 
have in mind cutting a portion of 
the hill away in that area to allow 
increased road allowance. 

Robert Campbell was present to 
ask that a street light be installed 
near his Seventh street property. 
Inspection will be made of the area 
by t he Light & Water committee. 

RscusskhT aros6 regarding the 
new roadway to the cemeteries. A 
fairly deep ravine has to be filled in 
and International Co. will be in¬ 
vited to dump its rock here during 
the winter months. 

Councillor Adam Wilson was ap¬ 
pointed as a delegate to the Pro¬ 
vincial Municipal Convention to be 
held at Edmonton on Oct. 17 and 
18. Mayor Abousafy was appointed 
at a previous meeting. 

A by-law covering the six months 
agreement period of July to Dec. 

1946, between the Town and Cole¬ 
man Light & Water Co. was given 
third reading. 

A by-law to officially appoint Joe 
Malanchuk as enumerator for the 
Town of Coleman for the Municipal 
elections to be held in February, 

1947, was given third reading. 

Some time ago the Department of 

Trade & Industry asked council for 
a donation towards an advertising 
campaign to encourage manufac¬ 
turers to settle in Alberta. Council 
asked for more information. To- 
date this information has not been 
forthcoming but a second appeal for 
a donation was reoeived on Monday 
evening. The matter was tabled 
until further information was re¬ 
ceived. 

Council was informed that two 
elderly persons had been granted 
the old age pension. It was revealed 
that one resided on Blairmore Road 
and the other in East Coleman. 
Since the town is not responsible 
for either claim Edmonton will be 
notified of this fact. 

The latest water analysis reveals 
that the water is now pure. 

The Light & Water committee 
was authorized to contact Coleman 
Light & Water and ask that the 


dam be cleaned out at least once a 
month when weather permits. The 
filtering system is also to be 
cleaned. 

Th Fire Chief’s report revealed 
that a small fire had occured in & 
shed at the rear of the RiteSpet in 
August .The shed was described as 
being filled with old banana crates, 
etc. A statement covering fire¬ 
fighters’ expenses was presented. 

Council was reqested by the 
school board to place school zone 
signs in appropriate positions to 
cover central and high school and 
also Cameron school. 

No U-Turns will be allowed at 
the intersection between the Post 
Office and Coleman Cafe. No U- 
Tum signs have been ordeied and 
will be erected in due course. 

One more concrete sidewalk is to 
be laid this Fall. The Works & 
Property committee is to determine 
just where the new sidewalk is to 
be laid. 

Poor radio reception was discus¬ 
sed. Poor connections in various 
poles was given as one cause, an¬ 
other being due to light bulbs on 
the verge of burning out.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Three thousand peak, one of the 
mountains along Labrador’s rocky 
coast, has been named Mount Dal- 
housie after Dalhousie University in 
Halifax.

Thirty-three pieces of Roman sil¬ 
ver, made between A.D. 300 and 400 
and all in excellent condition, were 
turned up by a plow in a field near 
Mildenhall, Eng. 

Buckingham Palace has announced 
a new Private Secretary to Queen 
Elizabeth. He is 28-year-old Major 
Thomas Cockayne Harvey, of Ring- 
stead, near King’s Lynn, Norfolk. 

The 2-power Paris conference will 
cost the French government some 
200,000,000 francs (about $2,000,000), 
ras disclosed in supplementary 
estimates submitted to the French 
Assembly.

Field Marshal Smuts 

Never Accused Of Having Been 
Bought With Gold 
If ever there was a man in this 
world who could never be accused of 
having been bought by British gold— 
they used to say that in the old days, 
when the British had gold—it is Field 
Marshal Jan Smuts, Prime Minister 
of South Africa. This superlatively 
educated and experienced old man, 
who certainly gave Kitchener a merry 
chase in the Boer War, has come out 
in the declaration that British im¬ 
perialism, as such, the extension of 
the Empire, went out after the Boer 
war, the war in which he fought the 
British. Of course, enlightened Cana¬ 
dians have a good idea of all that but, 
unfortunately, to the South, they still 
think in different terms. 

The evolution has been from 
colonies to Dominions. It is still go¬ 
ing on,- as in the case or India to¬ 
day, the approach to self-govern¬ 
ment. Ireland has it right now in 
effect. We could have it, even to the 
extent of staying out of Britain’s 
wars. Quebec wants it, but what is 
not realized in the neighboring prov¬ 
ince yet, and it may be in due course, 
is that while Quebec can stay out of 
British war, it can’t stay out of a 
United states war. That lesson was 
pretty close to home in the last few 
years and it is hoped that it will 
never be closer in the days to come. 

However, Jan Smuts is a world 
statesman. He did not mention the 
name of Henry Wallace who decried 
British so-called imperialism. But he 
near the mark. Prime Minister 
| Smuts has known every move of the 
successive British governments for 40 
years past. He ought to know, if any 
man does, what they have been driv¬ 
ing at.—St. Catharines Standard.

Victoria’s chief of police says a 
cigarette can cause a bad automobile 
accident. 

‘If we are to reduce traffic acci¬ 
dents we must Stop taking these 
little chances, which look so insig¬ 
nificant at the time we take them, 
but can have such tragic conse¬ 
quences,” Chief McLellan says. 

The chief is right, of course. An 
automobile driver lighting a cigarette 
while his car is travelling is taking 
a chance. He must turn his eyes 
from the road. In that one split 
second something disastrous can hap¬ 
pen. 

The driver of a car has a big 
responsibility, to himself, to those 
in his car, to those in every other 
car on the road. 

Automobile driving is serious busi¬ 
ness. The person in charge of a car 
must be ever on the alert. Lighting 

cigarette, fiddling with a radio dial, 
lecturing, rubber-necking at sign¬ 
boards and farm houses can have 
blood-stained results.

WEST COAST OUTBREAK 

PROVED VACCINATION - 
STILL A NECESSITY 

From birth to death man is in 
continuous battle against those ele¬ 
ments, which, if permitted to domi¬ 
nate, result in the maiming, marring 
or killing of himself, Dr. Stewart 
Murray, Medical Officer of Health of-j 
Vancouver, B.C., writes in Health, 
official publication of the Health 
League of Canada. 

“Smallpox is an example of this 
never ending fight,” Dr. Murray 
says. "However, against smallpox 
there is a very effective weapon— 
vaccination.” Dr. Murray’s message 

timely in that it was published on 
the eve of “National Immunization 
Week”, annual observance aimed at 
emphasizing the .fact that smallpox, 
diphtheria, whooping cough and scar¬ 
let feVer are preventable diseases. 

‘Can smallpox occur here?” Dr. 
Murray asks. “Yes, since the begin¬ 
ning of recorded history smallpox 
has occurred. Has the disease threat¬ 
ened us recently? Yes, with our 
rapid means of transportation an in¬ 
dividual could be exposed in India 
and be at his home in Vancouver or 
Toronto four days before showing 
signs and having symptoms of an 
attack. Just such a situation de¬ 
veloped in April, 1946, on the Pacific 
Coast. 

‘A man returning from the Orient 
disembarked at Seattle. He became 
acutely and critically ill. Smallpox 
was suspected- and later the diagnosis 
was confirmed. Unfortunately the 
patient died, but if that were the 
plete story, while it would have 
been unfortunate for the man and 
his family, society would not have 
been hurt. However, prior to his ill¬ 
ness becoming so severe that he re¬ 
quired medical care he had had con- 
j tact with many unprotected, innocent 
! citizens. 

“The final picture showed 68 cases 
and 20 deaths with 41 showing scars 
resulting from moderate or severe 
attacks.” This showed very definite 
need for protective action now against 
smallpox. 

Dr. Murray tells how Dr. Edward 
Jenner in 1798 introduced the weapon 
which can completely eliminate small¬ 
pox. It was on May 4 of that year 
that he successfully protected a boy 
by vaccination.

New Kind Of Rocket Tremendous Power 


British Air Ministry To Test Service 
For Carrying Mail 

The London Daily Graphic said the 
British air ministry has obtained a 
site near Bedford for launching 
rockets to carry air mail to the 
United States. 

If the experiments are successful 
Britain eventually will create radio- 
controlled mail and light freight 
rocket service travelling at the rate 
of 2,000 miles an hour.

Coleman Drama Club Proposed Constitution 


A meeting of considerable im¬ 
portance, to all those interested in 
Dramatics will be held in the Grand 
■ Union hotel at 8 p.m. Tuesday 
Oct. 8. This will be the second 
public meeting for the purpose of 
forming a drama club in Coleman. 
Membership in the club is open to 
all who wish to become active 
members or associate members. The 
distinction between thlese classes 
of members is made clear in the 
proposed constitution ajet out in 
this column. 

The activities of the club have 
not as yet been spciflcally set out. 
These will be discussed at the 
forthcoming meeting. What has 
been suggested is embodied in the 
proposed constitution. Of major in¬ 
terest for the coming year is the 
proposed Drama School during the 
fall. It is hoped that the depart¬ 
ment of extension can supply this 
school but arangements have not as 
yet been completed for this. Later 
it is proposed that the club enter 
one or more plays in the Lion’s 
Drama Festival in February or 
March. 

Membership in the dub is open to 
those of other Pass towns who are 
interested. You are cordially invited 
to attend the organization meeting 
on Tuesday. 

The agenda for the Tuesday 
meeting will be chiefly a discussion 
of the proposed constitution which 
is set forth below. Remember this 
has not been adopted and will be 
open for full discussion. Consider 
it carefully and bring your ideas 
for improvement to the meeting. 

For those who are interested in 
the developement of Dramatics but 
who may not wish to take an ac¬ 
tive part, you can lend your sup¬ 
port by becoming associate mem¬ 
bers. Those who contemplate as¬ 
sociate membership should attend 
the organization meeting and hetp 
us by presenting your views on 
club activities, etc. 

Proposals for the Organization 

of a Drama Club in Coleman 

1. Aims of the Club: (a) Devel¬ 
op the Drama in Coleman through 
education and the encouragement 
of directors or drama; (b) provide 
opportunity for all those interested 
in drama to take part; (c) encour¬ 
age play-writing. 

2. Direct on and control of the 
Club: This to be in the hands of an 
executive determined as follows — 
(a)president, vice-president, Secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, to be elected by the 
club membership; (b) three (3) 
executive members to be appointed 
by the Coleman Lions Club. 

3. Subsidiary committees: To be 
appointed by the central executive 
as the occasion arises. 

4. Membership: The membership 
to comprise Associate and Active 
members, (a) Associate members, 
those who will lend their support 
to the Club. They will have special 
privileges over the general public 
in attendance at Club presentations, 
rehearsals, educational classes and 


have the opportunity of purchasing 
seats ahead of public sale when a 
public performance is staged by 
the Club; (b) Active members, 
those who will take part in the 
various activities of .the club. These 
will consist of adult and high 
school members. From this group 
will come the directors, actors, 
stage hands, etc. 

5. Fees: This should be decided 
at the organization meeting. It is 
suggested that 'they be, Associate 
$1.00, Active $2.00, High School 
(active) $1.00, 

6. Proposed activities; (a) This 
Fall; (i) Drama school. A three- 
day School of drama to be held in 
October. The Department of Fine 
Arts of the University o£ Alberta 
to be asked to send an instructor 
for this school. A scholarship to be 
offered for anyone who shows abil¬ 
ity and the desire to attend the 
Banff school the following summer 
(1947). It is suggested that this 
be $50.00 to help pay fees at Banff; 
(ii) three-act play. This to be pre¬ 
sented this Fall to help cover the 
expenses of the Drama school. 
This year’s play to be chosen from 
experienced persons of the club as 
time is not sufficient to have the 
Club functioning well enough to 
handle this project this year; (iii) 
selection of one-act plays. Persons 
and plays to be selected through 
the Club with the view of entering 
these in the Festival; (b) Activ¬ 
ities of future years, (i) develop 
Drama Education—this to be start¬ 
ed by experienced persons and car¬ 
ried on later by other Club mem¬ 
bers who attended the Banff school. 
The scholarship as proposed for 
this year to be an annual offer to 
encourage those interested in at- 
tendnig the Banff school; (ii) pre¬ 
sent within the Club monthly or 
bi-monthly play. This will afford 
opportunity for all those interested 
to try, their skill; (iii) provide op¬ 
portunity for education anr practice 
in all features of the Drama, e.g., 
d : reeling, acting, make-up, staging, 
ing.; (iv) develop from the Club 
three or four one-act plays for en¬ 
try in the Lions Drama Festival; 

(v) present at least one major play 
for the general public each year 

(vi) develop a reference library 
This might be done in conjunction 
with the Drama Festival Commit¬ 
tee; (vii) organize and conduct an 
annual three-day Drama school, 
this school to be open to anyone in 
the Pass who might he interested; 
(viii) co-ordinate the Music and 
Drama interests with a view to an 
annual presentation of an operetta 
or musical comedy. 

7. Finance: (a) the Club to be 
sponsored by the Coleman Lions 
Club; (b) financial matters to be 
decided by the central executive 
with the approval of the Lions Club; 
(c) the Club to be in so far as pos¬ 
sible self supporting financially 
through the levy of fees and the 
presentation of plays to the pub-

Gift Parcels 

Br.tish Housewives Find The Food 
Situation More Difficult 

LONDON.—Canadians packing gift 
parcels for the United Kingdom for 
Christmas or any other time might 
remember the British people like to 
be clean as well as full. 

Some soap would be a welcome 
addition to the food parcels. British 
officials said the parcels must not 
exceed 11 poun^ of which only seven 
can be food and not more than two 
pounds of any one food. The other 
four pounds could include necessities 
like soap and clothing. 

Not more than one parcel monthly 
is allowed and it must be unsolicited. 
These regulations are set forth by 
the Board of Trade which demands 
import permits for almost everything 
brought into the United Kingdom 
apart from gift parcels. 

Customs officials said both new 
and used clothing sent in gift parcels 
are dutiable. Thus while the trade 
board has no objection to clothing 
being part of the parcel the recipient 
may have to pay duty. Although 
many may have received clothing in 
parcls and not been charged duty, 
it does not necessarily mean they 
will escape in the future. 

Officials said the flood of parcels 
from the Dominions continues al¬ 
though there have been recent pro¬ 
tests that the parcels have not been 
received. If regulations are contra¬ 
vened the department has power to 
imuound the parcels but one source 
said that of the millions received in 
the first five months of 1946 only 125 
were stopped in that manner. 

Officials said they doubted that 
many parcels had been lost in transit 
lengthy delays still occurred in 
shipments and some who protested 
that parcels were stolen or had 
strayed received them later. 

British housewives find the food 
situation more difficult than during 
war with bread rationed and re¬ 
ductions in several categories. They] 
find it difficult to make food tasty 
orange or lemon peel would 
help with Christmas cakes. Nuts 
would be welcome and dried pears, 
apples or apricots. Some raisins and 
currents are available here but 
Canadian chocolate bars, soups, pud¬ 
dings, canned meat and the like re¬ 
main most acceptable.

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CONTRACTS CLOSED 


Canada Will Be Sending Quantities 
Of Food To Britain 

OTTAWA. 


The government of 
Canada has just closed contracts with 
Great Britain, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
minister of agriculture, announced, 
for the largest shipments of Canadian 
apples and vegetables since 1940. 

Contracts also have been closed 
for shipment in 1947 of 1,750,000 


OTTAWA.—The new Canada sav¬ 
ings bonds—peacetime version of vic¬ 
tory bonds—will go on sale Oct. 15 
with an interest rate of 2.75 per cent. 
Finance Minister Ilsley announced. 
Interest rate on the last, or ninth, j 
victory loan was three per cent, on j 
long-term bonds, 1% per cent, on 
short-term. j 

The bonds, dated Nov. 1, 1946, and 
maturing Nov. 1, 1956, will be issued I 
in denominations of $50, $100, $500 
and $.1,000, and holdings by any one 
person will be limited to $2,000 since j 
the issue is aimed at increasing in- j 
dividual saving by Canadians. 

Because holdings are limited, the 
bond will be registered as to principal 
and will be non-transferable and non- 
assignable. They will also oe lion- 
callable by the government. 

One difference in the new issue 
from wartime issues will be that 
where some 15,000 salesmen assisted 
victory loan campaigners, the new' 
bonds will be available only through 
banks, authorized investment dealers, 
stockbrokers or trust or loan com¬ 
panies, or through employers on the 
payroll savings plan. 

The bonds are redeemable at 100 
per cent, plus interest at any time 
and at any branch of a chartered 
bank in Canada upon identification of 
the registered holder, interest cal¬ 
culated monthly. 

The 2% per cent, interest will be 
by annual coupon. 

The sale opens Oct. 15, when the 
bonds will be available for cash, on 
the monthly savings plan, payroll 
savings plan or by personal arrange¬ 
ment with a bank. 

The interest rate of 2% per cent, 
bears out a forecast by the finance 
minister last June that terms would 
be more favorable than those of other 
comparable Investments at the time 
of issue. 

“The fact that the Canada savings 
bond is backed by the resources of 
the Dominion of Canada makes it the 
safest of all investments, and com¬ 
parison can only properly be made 
with other Dominion of Canada 
issues,” the minister said in a state¬ 
ment. 


NEW DELHI.—Pandit Jawaharalal 
Nehru, member for external affairs 
in the new interim government of, 
India, outlined to a press conference 
his country’s aspirations as a sov¬ 
ereign state. 

Mr. Nehru, who also is vice-presi¬ 
dent in the interim administration, 
said India would avoid power politics 
and would claim fuller diplomatic 
representation with ambassadors to 
the great powers. Goodwill missions 
would be sent to the middle east and 
Europe. 

"Often enough we shall inform His 
Majesty’s government (in London) 
of what we have done, but the point 
is that the direction and advice will 
go from here and not from the 
foreign office in London,” he said at 
his first press conference since tak¬ 
ing up his new office. 

“Ultimately our representative in 
London, whether he is called ambas¬ 
sador or by whatever designation, 
will deal with India’s relations with 
England directly. The India office is 
i bound to be liquidated anyhow.”

The Adams river run, the largest 
on the Fraser river, is estimated to 
have numbered more than 12,000,000 
fish this year.

‘ run will not come back up the Fraser 
river until 1950. 


NEEDS MORE WHEAT 


Fall Rains Have Destroyed Large 
Quantity In Ireland 

DUBLIN.—Eire will seek 350,000 
tons of wheat from Canada and the 
United States this year, compared to 
her normal imports of 150,000 tons, 
informed sources said. 

A serious wheat, situation has 
arisen from abnormal fall rains which 
may have destroyed one quarter of 
the country’s grain crop.
